used that grain is moved by the rail- 
ways at a loss under the restricted 
rates of the pact. In view of this 
contention it is a pusaling fact that 
railway operating statements im- 
prove when the volume of grain 
hauled increases. It is diffieult for 
laymen to believe that an operation 
is really unprofitable when the more 
it is engaged in, the better the op- 
erator’s financial position becomes. 

The latest ilrustration of the co- 
incidence of heavier grain movement 
and and increased railway prosperity 
lies in a comparison of the years 
1965 and 1986. From Jan. 1 to Sept. 
30, 1966, 100,000 more cars of grain 
were hauled than during the same 
period in 1955. For the whole year 
the grain movement is expected to 
be 50 per cent higher than it was in 
1955. If grain haulings were realiy 
unprofitable, at present rates, it 
would be natural to expect a decrease 
in railway profits. The reverse, how- 
ever, ig true. Railway profits for the 
current year have risen sharply. 

The C.P.R. shows an increase in 
net revenue for the first eight 
months of over 34 per cent. In 1055 
the net revenue to the end of August 
was $17.8 million. During the same 
period in 1956 it was $23.7 million. 
Officials of the railway estimate a 
gross revenue for all of 1986 at 
$415.4 million, 12 per cent higher 
than in 1955. C.N.R. net earnings 
are also reported to be up substan- 
tially 

The claim of ruin being inflicted 
on the railways by the Crow's Nest 
grain rates is just not borne out by 
the evidence apparent to grain pro- 
ducers. Statisticians and account- 
ants may propound al] kinds of 
arguments that it is a losing proposi- 
tion to move freight under rates set 
60 years ago but their statements 
will remain subject to grave doubt 
so long as the railways continue to 
wind up with more money in their 
tills whenever the grain haul is 
heavy.

TREATMENT FOR LICE 

Lice rob farmers and ranchers by 
tormenting cattle until] they fall off 
in both meat and milk production 
and sometimes die from the effects. 
According to W. Lobay, provincial 
pest control supervisor, fall is the 
best season for contro] measures. He 
recommends two insecticide treat- 
ments two weeks apart, applied pre- 
ferably with a high pressure spray, 
otherwise with a scrub brush, cover- 
ing animal completely.

Notes From D.A. 


By Howard J. Fulcher 

The terms, planned farming and 
balanced farming, appear more and 
more in agricultural news and artic- 
les. The meaning is just as it says, 
planned balanced farming, and the 
application of it is being used by 
farmers more and more. The farm 
economics of today with the amount 
of necessary capital expenditures, 
place farming in a high invesiment 
business bracket. Any business must 
have a plan, and a good plan, with 
adequate records, must be carried 
out if it is to be successful ove: a 
long period of time. 

In a farm plan a long range pros- 
pective must be taken; no one plan 
can apply to all farms. Each plan 
must be suitable to the farm and its 
operator. When a farm plan is 
drawn up it should show a field lay- 
out, suitable crop rotation, accum- 
panied by a livestock program which 
will utilize the field production. The 
buildings and machinery required 
must be adequate to carry out the 
operations, but should not be too 
elaborate, as this will often make 
capital expenditures too high. The 
plan would give a picture and se- 
quence of the farming operations, 
not for only one year, but projected 
ahead over a period of years. 

The farm Plan and its operations, 
when established on paper, can be 
worked out mathematically to indi- 
cate possible revenue and if the in- 
dication is satisfactory should then 
be established on the farm.

“THE CRADLE AND SOCIETY’ 

“Z had the right-of-way when this 
man ran into me, yet you say I was 
to blame.” ‘ 

“You certainly were.” 

“Why?” 

“Because his father is mayor. his 
brother is chief of police, and I am 
engaged to his sister.” 

Did I hear someone say, “How 
unfair.” Almost as unfair as many 
people are to themselves. Strange, 
isn’t it, how we like to blame our 


shortcomings on our cradle or on 


society? It is true heredity and en- 
vironment have something to say 
about the way we succeed or fail but 
they do not have the last word. Our 
greatest defeats arise from neither, 
but rather from our own unfairness 
with ourselves. We can rise above 
our heredity and our environment, 
but we can not rise above our own 
unfairness to self. Yet we can lift 
ourselves to a plane of higher values, 
nobler virtues and more heroic atti- 
tudes, and thus succeed in approach- 
ing our possibilities, 

There are many living in mansions 
surrounded by everything wealth 
can buy who are almost as low as the 
lowest of animals, There are some 
advantages in having a wealthy 
home behind one. There are also 
some very grave disadvantages. No 
amount of wealth can buy even the 
of life’s most 
valuable possessions. There is stub- 
born and bitter opposition to im- 
provement and advance in low and 
vile surroundings, but there is not 
power enough in any set of circum- 
stances to destroy character or de- 
feat true greatness of being. 

There are two elements in every 
life that are always undefeatable 
when linked together. Namely, the 
power of God, and the will of man. 
The power of God and the will to 
trust that power completely, shatters 
whatever darkness gathers over any 
life, regardless of the cradle he was 
rocked in or the society about him. 
No person who is fair to himself dare 
say, “I have no chance.” 


He had an underground barber 
shop. His wife got mad at him and 
broke up all his models and threw 
them out. Yet Richard Arkwright, 
in giving England the first spinning 
wheel, put a sceptre in the nation’s 
hand such as no monarch ever 
wielded. 

On a smal] farm where he was 
having a hard time to feed his large 
and growing family, Robert Peel 
turned to calico painting. One day 
he picked up a tin plate, from which 
One of his children had just eaten. 
He drew a leaf on the plate, 
filled it with coloring matter, and 
found he could transfer the drawing 
to the cotton cloth. This opened up 
a large field of industry and in time 
made the Peel family world famous. 


Charles Darwin visited along the 
coast in South America. He describ- 
ed the people as being utterly be- 
yond hope. He said they were al- 
most, if not quite, inhuman. 

One day a baby was found crying, 
helpless and alone in a street in 
Bristol. No one knew where the babe 
came from. Since it was found on 
St. Thomas Day, the policeman 
called the babe Thomas. The babe 
was found between two bridges. So 
they called him Thomas Bridges. 

Thomas Bridges grew to manhood 
with the desire to be a missionary. 
He asked to be sent to a field where 
no person had ever gone a8 an am- 
bassador for Christ. He went to 
those people whom Darwin had said 
were utterly hopeless. He went 
among them. He lived with them. He 
told them the story of Christ and 
Salvation. He put the Gospel in a 
language that they could learn and 
read. He established the Church of 
Christ among them. 

Darwin later publicly acknow)- 
edged his mistake. He also made a 
cash contribution to the work of 
Thomas Bridges, 

Here are a few of the many inci- 
dents that history reveals, where the 
will of man, plus the power of God, 
rises victorious over all handicaps 
arising from the cradle or from 
society.

The Time Is ‘Now: 
Christmas Seals Are 
Ready; Have You Yours? 


Mr. R. T. Alexander of the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association announced 
thig week the culmination of weeks 
of preparation by voluntary commit- 
tees throughout the province was 
reached during the past few days 
with the mailing of Christmas Seals 
in the opening of the campaign to 
raise $211,500 to aid in the eradica- 
tion of tuberculosis. This amount 


is needed to meet the budgetary 
requirements of the expanding op- 
erations of the association, which | 
include case-finding, rehabilitation 
of TB patients, nursing services and 
welfare, and health education. 


Additional X-ray units have been 
placed in hospitals for the routine 
X-ray of admissions and 36 of the 
larger hospitals have now been sup- 
Plied and are co-operating in this 
valuable case-finding medium. In 
addition, the majority of smaller 
hospitals are patch testing admis- 
sions and X-raying positive reactors 
under the plan sponsored by the as- | 
sociation. Last year 130 new cases 
of active tuberculosis were admitted 
to sanatoria through this method of 
discovery, 

The death rate from tuberculosis 
in Alberta last year increased to 7.6 
as compared with 6.1 for 1954. At 
the same time, the all-Canada rate 
showed a decline to 89 from 10.3. 
There were 1,113 new cases of active 
tuberculosis discovered in Alberta 
during 1955, which is an increase of 
14°, over 1954, Mr. Alexander said. 

Recognizing the need for addition- 
al efforts to halt the reversal in the 
downward trend, in TB deaths, Mr. 
Alexander announced an expansion 
in free chest X-ray facilities in Cal- 
gary and Edmonton. Announcement 
will be made When the arrangements 
are completed and days upon which 
the clinic is operated will depend 
upon public response. 

In connection with the Christmas 
Seal campaign, is was mentioned: 
“the reversal in the battle against 
the spread of tuberculosis in Alberta 
must be met with renewed vigor, 
and we know that the people will 
support our campaign by buying 


Christmas seals, our only source of 
revenue,”

Germination Tests Save Headaches 
...» Find out if your seed will sprout 
before going to the expense of having 
it cleaned. It may have been dam- 
aged by frost. Grain, especially oats, 
can weigh up well but stil] not ger- 
minate satisfactorily. Frosted grain 
may germinate but frequently a high 
percentage of abnormal] seedlings 
occur, These Wil] not usually survive 
in the field. 


Let an experienced technician 
check your seed rather than depend 
on a home test that can give a mis- 
leading answer to the suitability of 
grain for seed. An official test may 
be obtained by sending a sample of 
your seed to the Plant Products 
Division, Immigration Building, Cal- 
gary. The fee for each sample of 
cereal seed is 75c. Elevator agents 
may send a sample away for an un- 
official laboratory test. 

If your test shows qa low percen- 
age of normal seedlings, make ar- 
rangements early to purchase seed 
Brain of good quality. Registered 
seed is your best buy.
